A WASTE-RECYCLING centre in 
Sellindge would be an environmen¬ 
tal “tipping point” and leave a dis¬ 
astrous legacy to the next gener¬ 
ation, a meeting heard this week. 

Almost 200 people packed Lympne village 
hall on Monday night to hear Shepway MP 
Michael Howard, councillors and the public 
speak out against the proposed anaerobic 
digestion plant. 

The plant would take food and garden waste 
and break it down into fertiliser, while also 
producing electricity. 

Kent County Council’s planning committee 
had spent the day inspecting the Otterpool 
Quarry site and had arranged the meeting to 
hear feedback from locals, all of whom were 
opposed to the scheme. 

Mr Howard said developer Countrystyle had 
to be forced to give a detailed Environmental 
Impact Assessment (EIA) and had failed to 
explain whether lorries would drive through 
the village to get to the site. 

“Sellindge is an attractive village, but its 
environment is fragile. My concern is that if 
this application were granted, it will be the tip¬ 
ping point which would blight the environ¬ 
ment of Sellindge and the lives of its residents 
for the future. And that, I would suggest to 
your committee, is not a legacy that our gener¬ 
ation should leave to our successors.” 

Patrick Breen, owner of the Airport Cafe 
directly opposite the proposed site, said: “One 
of the things that worries me most of all is that

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Revised offer 
means merger 
may be agreed

THE two sides hoping to 
steer South Kent College 
into a more certain future 
say they still hope merger 
plans can go ahead. 

Two weeks ago, West Kent College, 
which was chosen as the best nearby 
educational body to merge with SKC, 
rejected a financial offer from the 
Learning Skills Council. 

The Government body that funds 
post-16 learning had not written off 
£4.9 million of debt run up by South 
Kent. 

Bill Fearon, principal of West Kent 
College, based in Tonbridge, said: “It 
did not meet the essential financial 
need to cover outstanding debts and 
provide sufficient investment to 
establish a successful new college 
through a merger.” 

Since SKC chose to pull out of the 
deal, the LSC has made an improved 
offer which West Kent governors 
agreed to last week. 

Mr Fearon said: “West Kent 
College has not shifted from its view 
that a merger of the neighbouring 
colleges is the best solution for the 
students, employers and stakehold¬ 
ers across West and South Kent.” 

The college is now putting pressure 
on South Kent to agree the deal so it 
can go ahead before the election. 

Mr Fearon said: “It is now for the 
governors at South Kent College to 
agree the application for merger that 
goes to the Government, and we are 
very confident of approval because of 
the exceptionally strong support the 
proposal has from politicians, Kent 
County Council, local authorities, 
universities and a wide range of 
employers.” 

But South Kent College, which 
runs campuses in Shomcliffe Road, 
Folkestone and Maison Dieu Road in

Dover, may be getting cold feet. It 
says it does not want to be rushed 
into any merger plans unless it can 
be sure it offers the best outcome for 
its students and protects it future. 

Monica Box, principal of South 
Kent, said: “Governors of South Kent 
College are keen to support a merger 
proposal that really does promote 
the interests of South Kent learners. 

“They expect to see the full propos¬ 
al, including the revised financial 
aspects, within the next week or so. 

“They are hopeful that they can 
support West Kent College’s plan for 
the joined colleges following consid¬ 
eration of the detailed submission. 

“No one wants to hold up a thor¬ 
oughly good scheme, and once South 
Kent governors have had a chance to 
assure themselves that this is what 
is proposed, it would be full steam 
ahead for the plans.” 

If agreed, the merger would go 
ahead in August this year - three 
months later than had originally 
been planned.

Local grunge-folk artist Tess, one of the peo¬ 
ple behind the Zig Zag festival, will be preview¬ 
ing tracks from his forthcoming album Magpie, 
with his distinctive dynamic style, introspective 
lyrics and memorable guitar. 

Pierre Vincent’s band The Dealers will show¬ 
case their new line-up, which includes violinist 
Gemma and percussionist Malcolm, playing 
tracks from album Charcoal On Black Paper, 
together with a back-catalogue of self-penned 
material and the odd well-chosen cover. 

Chatham man Pete Molinari, who was dis¬ 
covered by Billy Childish, will be playing his 
country-blues style reminiscent of Dylan, 
Guthrie and other greats. 

Janine Gray, who helped organise the gig 
with John Baker, said: “I have found everyone 
we approached to be incredibly generous with 
their time and money. 

“Googies Art Cafe has raised £280 towards

Justice scheme 
to be extended 
across county 

AN INNOVATIVE approach to policing 
trialled in Shepway that brings victims 
and offenders together is about to be 
rolled out across the county. 

Restorative Justice lets both those who 
committed and who were victims of crime 
come together to decide on a response. 

Those affected get the chance to tell 
offenders the real impact of their crimes, 
to get answers and receive an apology. It 
also gives offenders the chance to under¬ 
stand the impact of what they’ve done 
and to do something to repair the harm. 

The scheme was trialled in Cheriton, 
Morehall, Hawkinge and Lydd through¬ 
out last year and has proved so success¬ 
ful that it is to be extended across Kent. 

Evidence 

In the long term it is hoped the scheme 
will reduce crime rates as evidence 
shows that offenders who have to face 
their victims are unlikely to reoffend. 

In Dymchurch the police and the coun¬ 
cil were receiving complaints about 
youngsters causing a nuisance, with 
balls hitting cars and fences. There were 
also arguments involving residents and 
parents. 

Sgt Jim Watson set up a meeting with 
the youngsters, their parents and resi¬ 
dents and once the children and 
teenagers were made aware of how their 
activities upset neighbours they agreed 
to play elsewhere, or to use a softer ball. 

The police have not received any com¬ 
plaints since the intervention. 

Sgt Watson said: “Something that had 
been an issue and caused a lot of trouble 
was that simple to sort out. 

“If the level of anger and upset had 
been left, this situation would have esca¬ 
lated and could have resulted in arrests.”

there is a guideline that such a 
plant should not be within 250 
metres of a food-preparation area. 

“I’ve seen some of these lorries 
that move waste with liquid drip¬ 
ping from the back. What happens 
if four or five lorries turn up and 
they’re all queuing with waste run¬ 
ning out of them?” 

Ronald Lello, of the Sellindge and 
District Residents’ Association, 
said: “The A20 is going to be a very 
heavily-used road. Housing in this 
area is going to increase - the 
amount of traffic using that road is 
going to be astonishing.” 

He referred to the recent explo¬ 
sion at a gas power station in 
Connecticut, which killed five: 

“Plants go wrong, particularly 
plants with gas, and this plant will 
be producing gas.” 

Other concerns included lorries 
parking, potential flooding and the 
effects on important local business¬ 
es such as Port Lympne and 
Westenhanger Castle. 

KCC planning chairman Richard 
King said all comments would be 
taken into account in a final report 
and a decision was expected in 
either April or May. 


FOLKESTONE Invicta have staved 
off bankruptcy fears after members 
backed a rescue plan to pay off their 
outstanding debts. 

An overwhelming majority of the 
60-plus supporters at a meeting in 
the club’s Stripes bar on Friday 
voted in favour of a Company 
Voluntary Arrangement (CVA). 

This will allow the football club, 
which owes about £175,000 to HM 
Revenue & Customs and other cred¬ 
itors, to make the payments on fixed 
monthly instalments over five years. 

A statement on the Invicta website 
said: “This will allow the club’s direc¬ 
tors to plan and manage the club’s 
financial affairs with confidence, and 
to re-establish focus on extending 
the club’s community role and 
improving its facilities.” 

Mark Jenner, of the Folkestone 
Invicta Recovery Group, who has 
now joined the board as chief execu¬ 
tive, said the agreement was the best 
possible outcome. 

He said: “It has taken some great 
effort for us to achieve this. 

“It removes all the uncertainty and 
gives us a bit of longevity, provided 
we keep making the payments we 
agreed. We will be looking into fund¬ 
raising ideas in the meantime.” 


However, as a result of the club’s 
financial predicament, the team will 
be docked 10 points, under current 
Ryman League rules. 

The deduction will see them fall 
from top place to third. 

Mr Jenner said: ‘We’d rather have 
the points docked now since we have 
strong reason to believe the rules 
will change next season, when auto¬ 
matic relegation will be the penalty.” 

Boardroom 

He also said there had been meet¬ 
ings with Shepway council, which 
owns the lease on the club’s Buzz¬ 
lines Stadium in Cheriton Road, 
about extending its stay. 

Another boardroom shift saw Lynn 
Woods being made chairman. All 
other directors will remain in post. 

A supporters’ trust could take over 
the club’s ownership, with details to 
be released before the end of the sea¬ 
son. An extraordinary general meet¬ 
ing would be needed to approve any 
such changes. 

Invicta continued a rich run of 
form with a 1-0 win at Walton 
Casuals on Saturday. 

They were due to play Godaiming 
Town last night (Tuesday).

A TOTAL of 142 miles on an exercise bike, 
rowing and running machines was the dis¬ 
tance ‘travelled’ by the volunteer crew of the 
Dover lifeboat during their SOS Support 
Our Sports triathlon challenge. 

Excellent support from the public saw 
collection buckets filled to the brim with 
£1,448.30. 

The crew’s target was to travel the equiv¬ 
alent distance of Margate to Hastings, the 
eastern and westernmost members of the 
Confederation of Cinque Ports. 

This had been calculated to be 68 miles, 
but the crew did so well that by lunchtime 
they had ‘reached’ Hastings. 

Determined to carry on, the crew eventu¬ 
ally finished having travelled another 74 
miles - the equivalent of reaching 
Shoreham-on-Sea in West Sussex. 

BBC Radio Kent presenter John Wamett 
joined his BBC colleague and Dover lifeboat 
crew member Steve Ladner for the triathlon 
and ran several stints. 

Lottery millions claimed 

A GIANT Lottery jackpot of more than £3.7 
million has finally been claimed by someone 
from the Dover district. 

Last month, we reported that the owner of 
the winning ticket from the draw of 
Wednesday, December 2, had yet to claim 
their prize of £3,786,303. 

All that was known was that the ticket - 
which had the winning numbers 2, 19, 22, 
25,34 and 47 - was bought in the Dover dis¬ 
trict, which as well as the town itself 
includes Deal, Sandwich and surrounding 
villages. 

Now someone has come forward for the 
money and the claim is going through the 
process of validation.

SHEPWAY MP Michael Howard 
has failed in his appeal against a 
demand to pay back more than 
£7,000 in Parliamentary expenses. 

The long-awaited report by Sir Thomas Legg 
into the auditing of MPs’ expenses was finally 
published last Thursday and it revealed that 
Mr Howard had exceeded the £l,000-a-year 
limit imposed retrospectively on claims for 
cleaning and gardening. 

The report stated the former Home Secretary 
and one-time Conservative party leader had 
since repaid the outstanding amount of £7,039 
but had appealed to Sir Paul Kennedy about the 
order, saying they were “illogical” and “unjust”. 

His appeal was rejected. The report on Sir 
Thomas’s investigation into the Additional 
Costs Allowances (ACA) covers the period from 


April 2004 to March 2009. It says: “Mr Howard 
was paid a total of £18,058.45 over the five- 
year period for the costs of employing a garden¬ 
ing company. 

“The company has stated that one-third of 
the work related to maintenance of the house, 
resulting in a gardening cost of £12,039. That 
exceeds £1,000 a year by a total of £7,039.” 

Later in the 241-page report, Sir Paul’s reply 
to Mr Howard states: “In your grounds of 
appeal to me you say that the figure of £1,000 
per annum set by the review was retrospective 
and illogical, and as such it was unfair and 
unjust. You point out that the claims were 
properly made when no limit had been set, and 
of course I accept that. 

“But I am sure that you would accept that 
anyone assessing such claims would in the end 
have to decide what it was reasonable for the 
public to be asked to pay. 

“The review has set the limit at £1,000 per 
annum. It is most unfortunate that it was not 


set before your claims were made.” Sir Paul 
said that, had the limits been set in advance, he 
was sure Mr Howard would not have exceeded 
it. But he said his terms of reference did not 
allow him to interfere. 

“I can only do so if satisfied that there are 
special reasons in your individual case showing 
that it would not be fair and equitable to require 
repayment. I find no such reasons,” he wrote. 

“The limitation applied to you has been 
applied to all Members who made gardening 
claims. I would therefore dismiss your appeal.” 

Lynne Beaumont, the Liberal Democrat 
Parliamentary candidate for Shepway, has 
already pledged that she would not claim sec¬ 
ond home expenses if elected to office. 

Instead she would commute by train and not 
take up any other employment while an MP. 

Ms Beaumont said: “I want all other 
Parliamentary candidates to make the same 
promise. Without this, there will be suspicion 
that MPs are just in it for what they can get.” 


'Oscar' awaits

Dover Film Festival’s Best Short Film competition. 

Entries in the Best Documentary Short Film and 
Best Fictional Short Film will be vying for a replica

Castle catapult 
'jigsaw'moved 
by the Gurkhas 


GURKHA military engineers 
have dismantled and re-erected 
the huge catapult that used to 
stand beside Dover Castle’s Great 
Tower and moved it to a new loc¬ 
ation near the outer walls of the 
fortress. 

The task saw the soldiers get to grips with 
a replica of medieval military hardware and 
took two weeks to complete. 

The Gurkhas, renowned for their bravery 
and strength, were invited to help move the 
catapult by Brigadier Iain James OBE, 
Deputy Constable of Dover Castle. 

H Troop, 69 Gurkha Field Squadron, who 
are based in Maidstone but were quartered 
in Folkestone for the duration of the task, 
carried out the work and relocation as part of 
their training. 

Steve Lang, head of visitor operations at 
the castle, said: “We were delighted the 
Gurkhas agreed to help us with this unique 
task. 

“The catapult is nine metres tall from the

top of its arm and was dismantled screw by 
screw, with the pieces carried by hand to the 
new location. 

“It was a huge job - similar to taking a 
giant jigsaw puzzle apart and putting it back 
together again.” 

Gurkha Staff Sergeant Man Ale said: “It 
was a bit of a strange task but all part of 
military engineering. These are the skills we 
have and we like to take on new tasks.” 

During the siege of 1216, giant stone¬ 
throwing engines (or trebuchets) were used 
by medieval soldiers to bombard the castle 
walls with missiles. 

After the recent transformation of the 
Great Tower into a replica of the lavish court 
of Henry II, the catapult is now on a site 
closer to where the originals were used. 

Mr Lang said: “We received quotes from 
civilian companies about this work. 

“All agreed they could take the thing apart, 
but the Gurkhas were the only ones who 
were confident they could put it all back 
together again.” 


Crushing blow against old bangers 


FORTY abandoned and untaxed vehicles 
were removed from the streets of Dover and 
the district at the end of last month. 

Operation Cubit was carried out by the 
police in conjunction with the local authori¬ 
ty and the DLVA. 

The operation has contributed to a big fall 
in the number of abandoned and untaxed 
vehicles across the county. 

Once removed from the streets, aban¬ 
doned and untaxed vehicles are taken to a 
compound. 

Vehicles not reclaimed can be destroyed. 
Owners have to pay a minimum of £100 


fine, plus a £160 refundable surety fee to 
reclaim their vehicle, plus a storage fee of 
£21 per day. 

Nadeem Aziz, chairman of the Dover 
Community Safety Partnership, said: “We 
continue to work closely with all our part¬ 
ners to make sure the district remains a 
safe place to live, work and visit. 

“Operation Cubit continues to be a great 
success, removing untaxed and abandoned 
vehicles from our streets as quickly as pos¬ 
sible.”

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Specialist advisor to help 
sexually-abused children 



Grant will provide dedicated support for young rape victims 


A CHARITY supporting 
Kent’s victims of rape and 
sexual violence has secured 
funding for Britain’s first- 
ever children’s independent 
advisor. 

The new position means young peo¬ 
ple who have suffered abuse at the 
hands of rapists and paedophiles can 
access specialist, confidential support 
solely for youngsters. 

Gravesend-based Family Matters 
was able to make the provision thanks 
to a grant of £64,000 from the Equa¬ 
lities and Human Rights Commission. 

Malcolm Gilbert, operations director 
at the charity, said the new Young 
Person’s Independent Sexual Violence 
Advisor (YP-ISVA) was vital. 

He said. “Of the 200 rape victims we 
see, a quarter are aged 12 to 16. 

“By offering this help we are filling a 
gap which has never been done before 
for children.” 

Mr Gilbert added that as well as

being awarded the grant, the partner¬ 
ship between Family Matters, the 
Crown Prosecution Service and Kent 
Police through the Kent Criminal 
Justice Board had made real changes to 
victim support. 

The organisations are also working 
with the UK Border Agency to help 
deal with young girls who have been 
trafficked for the sex trade. 

Rebecca Masey, who has taken on 
the YP-ISVA position, will offer tai¬ 
lored support to children and young 
people who have suffered rape or sex¬ 
ual abuse and act as a gateway to the 
charity’s therapy service. 

Risk assessments will take place to 
ensure further victimisation is 
stopped. The focus will be on hard-to- 
reach groups and youngsters less like¬ 
ly to come forward for help. Close fam¬ 
ily members of victims will also receive 
support. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 


Leppard, who chairs the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board, said he was 
sure that the specialist service would 
also help secure convictions. 

“Through this role, vulnerable and 
emotionally-scarred children will get 
more of the help and support they 
need and deserve,” he said. 

One person who knows only too well 
the need for services like Family 
Matters is 24-year-old Sarah (not her 
real name). 

Last August she was raped by two 
men after her drink was spiked. 
Speaking about her ordeal to KOS 
Media, she said she would not have 
been able to cope had it not been for 
the Adults’ Independent Sexual 
Violence Advisor. 

“It’s important children are helped 
too,” she said. “I wouldn’t have been 
able to get through this without the 
counselling. 

“I would just say to anybody, don’t 
hide it. Come forward and get help.”

Artefacts saved as fire museum made homeless 


THE Kent fire service museum urgent¬ 
ly needs a new home. 

Fire chiefs have reluctantly been 
forced to move it from their Maidstone 
headquarters and are now hunting for a 
new location to house the collection. 

Fire service historian Roger Mardon, 
from Canterbury, said he was sad about 
the closure but delighted his campaign 
to keep the collection together had been 
successful. 

He said: “In my view, the museum 
should preferably be maintained at 
service headquarters, but if that were 
not to be it is important to preserve the 
collection intact. 


“There was unanimous support [at 
the Kent Fire and Rescue Authority’s 
planning and performance committee] 
for the principle of keeping the collec¬ 
tion together. 

“A project team, including representa¬ 
tives of the interested parties, is to be 
established to develop plans for a virtu¬ 
al [online] museum and for rehousing 
the artefacts. 

“Committee chairman Keith Ferrin 
made it clear it was not the intention to 
close the existing museum straight 
away and he undertook that everything 
possible would be done to rehouse the 
collection in one place. 


“While it is disappointing the muse¬ 
um will have to move, I am encouraged 
by the support for keeping the collection 
together. Every effort must be made to 
find somewhere this can be done.” 

The museum opens one day a week 
and includes artefacts including videos 
of fire, photographs and a hollowed-out 
tree trunk used as a water main. 

A fire service spokesman said: ‘We 
have teams of staff who need to be locat¬ 
ed at our HQ to run the service and we 
do not have room to house them. 

“This means we have to look at all 
options and freeing up space taken up 
by the museum has to be considered.”

A I spent almost all of my working life with 
the BBC. So I am never happier than when

How did you first hear about Walter Tull? 


that as years passed we might no longer know 
who all the people commemorated were. We 
determined to find out and record as much as 
possible. Sadly there are many more Dovorian 
casualties than are remembered on the memo¬ 
rial or in the Second World War Book of 
Remembrance. 


Q 


What are the aims of the Dover War Memorial Project? 


A Walter Tull’s name was one of some 800 on 
Dover Town War Memorial. I wanted to 
solve the mystery of why someone who had 
been bom and lived in Folkestone is commem¬ 
orated on our memorial in Dover and also on 
the parish memorial at River. My colleague 
Maggie discovered the many connections 
Walter has with Dover. Among them are that 
his sisters and step-parents lived at River and 
that his mother’s family have been recorded at 
Hougham since the 1600s. Members of Wal¬ 
ter’s family still live in Dover. Walter’s ances¬ 
try is published on Dover’s Virtual Memorial 
at www.doverwarmemorialproject.org.uk, so 
anyone who thinks they may be connected can 
check there. Do let us know if you are. 

Q What first made you get involved in the Dover War 
Memorial Project? 

A Maggie and I were attending the Service of 
Remembrance in November 2005 at the 
Dover War Memorial. Maggie is a Dovorian 
and has relatives on the memorial. We realised 


A To remember with honour and respect all 
those Dovorians who died in both world 
wars of the 20th century and their families. To 
ensure that future generations remember the 
sacrifices and bravery of their forebears. To 
inform and to bring people together; we love 
hearing from you. We visit relatives of casual¬ 
ties, hold public events and answer a variety of 
queries. 

Q How important a role model do you believe Walter Tull is 
to Folkestone and Dover? 

A Walter Tull was brought up with strong 
faith and family values - he overcame 
many adversities to attain success in two 
team-working careers. He portrays hope and 
inspires us by his self-sacrifice, dignity and 
integrity of character. 
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What do you think the younger generation can learn 
[from this history? 

It’s essential our younger people should 
understand the meaning of and respect for 


Remembrance. A good way of introducing such 
concepts is by learning about people who lived 
during these times. 

Q Are there are other historical figures or events 
connected with the area you are hoping to explore? 

A There is so much to discover - unknown 
stories, like Edith Johncock’s, a nurse in 
the Great War who became a POW in 
Palestine, or the unrecognised Great War 
civilian casualties. This is especially pertinent 
in Dover, where the first bomb fell on English 
soil on Christmas Eve 1914, and in Folkestone, 
where 60 people were killed in Tontine Street 
alone at Whitsun 1917. This year we hope to 
create further educational material about a 
local casualty as unique as Walter Tull, but 
that depends on getting the funding. 

Q How can people find out more about the project and get 
involved? 

A I urge anyone with information about a 
Dover casualty to contact the project. 
People can join the Friends Of The Dover War 
Memorial Project, or sign up for their quarter¬ 
ly e-newsletter. Everyone who works on the 
project is a volunteer; across the world they do 
a variety of tasks, such as transcribing or vis¬ 
iting and photographing graves (maybe some¬ 
thing that could be fitted into that next holi¬ 
day abroad?). Or please help by sending a 
donation.

Migrants on course for UK 
in clash with French police 

FRENCH riot police have been involved in a 
stand-off with a group of migrants trying to 
get from Calais to the UK. 

About 90 migrants spent the night at a 
hangar after the No Border group sent word it 
was offering shelter in the town, which is 
mostly used by migrants trying to get into 
Britain via Dover or the Channel Tunnel. 

“The police are allowing the migrants to 
leave but not enter,” said Rodolphe Nettier, a 
member of a separate group called SOS. 

About 75 anti-riot police and other reinforce¬ 
ments were deployed to help officers blocking 
the entrance to the shed. Police set up a secu¬ 
rity cordon around the building. 

Crime targeted by placing 
of CCTV camera by tower 

A NEW CCTV camera is being fitted on a busy 
pedestrian route to Folkestone town centre to 
help prevent crime and antisocial behaviour. 

It will be placed next to Christchurch Tower 
in Sandgate Road to give added coverage to 
parts of Sandgate Road and surrounding areas 
and be linked to the existing town-centre 
CCTV system. 

Hugh Barker, of Shepway council, said the 
camera had been commissioned after a request 
from Kent Police. 

It has been paid for by the Shepway Com¬ 
munity Safety Partnership, which brings 
together the council, police, Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service and other agencies.

TWO Folkestone schools have 
announced plans to link up to 
improve the quality of education 
and support to their students. 

Pent Valley Technology College in 
Surrenden Road and St Mary’s Church of 
England Primary in Warren Road have 
begun consulting with parents about the tie- 
up, which would take effect from September 
1 , 2010 . 

Head-teachers Mario Citro, of Pent Valley, 
and John Bird, of St Mary’s, believe the pub¬ 
lic debate may raise wider issues about the 
best way to provide the highest standards of 
education and care for students. 

Flexible 

A statement issued on behalf of both the 
schools’ governing bodies said: “In many 
respects, we regard our proposals as very 
modest, but they are underpinned by a radi¬ 
cal and exciting concept, which can be devel¬ 
oped by all organisations concerned for chil¬ 
dren, from birth to adulthood. 

“Schools as organisations within the 
British state system began in the 19th centu-

ry. Now in the 21st century, we require a 
more flexible system designed to meet the 
needs of children growing up in the modem 
world. 

“Both St Mary’s and Pent Valley share the 
view that schools must adapt to meet the 
needs of today’s children and not look back¬ 
ward to a so-called golden age of schooling by 
trying to revamp systems of the past.” 

The governors said the schools had shared 
values based on “faith, community, responsi¬ 
bility and identity” that complement today’s 
modem technology. 

They said: “In this bold but essential ven¬ 
ture, we aim to try to create a joined-up local 
system of education and support for the 
young people of Shepway.” 

St Mary’s is being transformed thanks to 
a £2 million scheme that started in October 
to provide better classrooms 

A new building will be put up between the 
existing infant and junior classes, effectively 
creating one school building. 

This will create two full-sized classrooms, a 
library and a reception area.

Non-uniform day to 
feed Haiti children 

DOVER College pupils organised a non- 
uniform day last month to raise money 
for a charity that feeds children left 
homeless by the Haiti earthquake. 

A total of £1,380 was raised on 
Wednesday, January 20, towards the 
work of Mary’s Meals. The international 
movement sets up school feeding proj¬ 
ects to prevent poverty and hunger. 

At the time of the earthquake the char¬ 
ity was feeding 12,000 children, more 
than 6,000 of them in the Cite Soleil 
slum. The seven schools in Cite Soleil 
have been damaged but not destroyed. 

Mary’s Meals will help repair these 
schools, support their pupils and assist 
with the wider recovery.

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One MP is using the iPhone to stay in touch with his voters, but it won't catch on, says Gary Wright 




Why most MPs aren't really 
ready for the superhighway 

while it might not make the tea, there is prob- 


FANTASTIC stoiy this week about 
MP Derek Wyatt, who has launched 
the iPhone* app to let his con¬ 
stituents stay in touch with him. 

For those of you unfamiliar with the techno¬ 
logical wizardry, it means simply that using 
your iPhone* (you all have one, don’t you?) you 
can contact Sittingboume’s Mr Wyatt and 
interact any time. 

I admire Mr Wyatt (or ‘two pork pies and a 
Scotch egg 5 as he’s affectionately known after 
the expenses debacle) for taking up the chal¬ 
lenge of bringing new tech to the masses and I 
honestly wish him well in his quest to engage 
even more closely with his constituents. 

Unfortunately, I forecast a rush to the Apple 
Store by the ten-or-so constituency nutters - 
that plague every MP - so they can back up 
their weekly letters to Mr Wyatt. 

Even the biggest Luddite must have heard 
of the Apple app? If you believe the ads on telly 
the iPhone* can be made to do anything and, 


ably an app that tells you how to make the 
perfect cuppa (and probably some information 
about blending). 

But times really are a changin’ and our MPs 
will do anything to get down with the kids and 
interact - whether they are Twittering (another 
social network craze for those too lazy to write 
more than 20 words at a time) or guesting on 
any TV show that claims viewers under 25. 

There is a part of me, a very small part, that 
believes MPs really do wish to make the world 
a better place and to give a voice to their con¬ 
stituents no matter how marginalised. 

Mr Wyatt (who already runs a good website) 
said: “I certainly hope that now people know it 
can be done, and that citizens want to engage 
in this way, my colleagues at home and abroad 
take this idea and make it even better for their 
constituents.” 

The app was written by public-sector digital 
agency Public Zone and is available free of 
charge from the Apple iTunes store. 

Public Zone intends to roll out the MyMP 


app, which also integrates with Google Maps, 
to other MPs this month. 

I wish Mr Wyatt well, but I foresee a slight 
problem with his fellow MPs. 

Modem technology is pretty damn clever. 
The iPhone* is a very smart piece of kit. But 
because of their GPS abilities and the marvel 
of Google Maps (from satellite pictures right 
down to a picture of your front garden just 
from a postcode), the iPhone* can tell you 
exactly where you are. Oh yes, and it can tell 
everyone else exactly where you are. 

Brilliant for parents who want to watch their 
kids (but who’d tmst them with a 500-quid 
phone?), but not perhaps for your average MP. 

Do they really want people to know exactly 
where they are every minute of the day? 

I suspect not... far too risky, though I guess 
they could always leave their iPhone* in the 
House of Commons on answerphone while 
they slipped off to do other things. 

* Other smartphones are cheaper: Google 
Nexus, Nokia N900, HTC Hero, hut they haven’t 
the hype (or such a successful App Store).

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Homes should cash in by generating their own electricity 


DEMAND for solar panels is set to 
soar after the Government annou¬ 
nced a support scheme allowing 
householders to make an income 
from generating their own power, a 
renewable-energy researcher has 
predicted, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Kent Green Party member Steve 
Plater said he was planning to 
install a photovoltaic (PV) system on 
the roof of his Sevenoaks home that 
will convert solar radiation into 
enough electricity to meet three- 
quarters of his needs and save about 
£500 a year in energy bills. 

Energy and climate change secre¬ 
tary Ed Miliband unveiled the new 
scheme this week; it will see ‘feed-in 
tariffs’ (FITs) paid to people, com¬ 


munities and businesses who gener¬ 
ate electricity from solar panels, 
wind turbines or other renewable 
sources. 

PV panels on household roofs will 
get a higher feed-in tariff and all will 
be up-rated with inflation each year. 

Mr Plater said that after his system 
was installed he would make about 
£1,000 a year in payments as a result. 

“Anyone who has got money sitting 
in a building society account would 
get a much better return by invest¬ 
ing it in solar electricity,” he said. 

The Government said the sector 
would supply two per cent of the 
UK’s electricity by 2020. 

However, the Conservative Party 
and environmental campaigners 


have said the announcement lacks 
ambition. 

Shadow energy and climate 
change secretary Greg Clark, the 
MP for Tunbridge Wells, said: “FITs 
are essential to allow decentralised 
energy to play a major role in our 
energy mix, but Labour’s proposals 
lack ambition. 

“Ministers should have been bold¬ 
er with this scheme so more jobs 
could have been created and greater 
emissions reductions achieved.” 

Mr Plater, who gives talks about 
microgeneration of renewable ener¬ 
gy across Kent, said: “It is really not 
ambitious enough - Germany 
already generates two per cent of its 
electricity from solar. 


“The key point about renewable 
energy and energy efficiency is they 
go together and you can deploy them 
in hundreds of thousands of places 
very quickly. 

“It is much quicker than building 
huge power stations - nuclear or 
coal takes years and years and they 
are not going to help us achieve 
climate-change targets by 2020. 

“And we are the last major country 
in Europe to bring FITs in. Germany 
has had one since 2000.” 

However, Mr Plater thought that 
FITs would make renewable energy 
systems such as PV panels more 
attractive to householders. 

“There are other reasons people 
want it, but clearly money is an 


important driver - being able to 
finance it matters and also feeling 
independent from energy companies. 

“If you can generate three-quarters 
of electricity from your own roof you 
largely escape future price rises.” 

Initial installation costs were high, 
with panels costing £5,000 per kilo¬ 
watt of capacity, he said. 

People can receive grants from the 
Energy Saving Trust’s low-carbon 
building scheme, but only until 
March this year. However, with the 
feed-in tariff income, and saving on 
electricity bills, it makes an attrac¬ 
tive tax-free return on investment of 
eight to 10 per cent, which is better 
than most forms of savings account, 
the Kent Green Party said.

I have worked in public health since 1996.1 was appoint¬ 
ed director of public health for Swale Primary Care Trust 
in 2002 and took over the role of deputy director of pub¬ 
lic health for NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent on its incep¬ 
tion on October 1,2006. 

I have a masters degree in public health and am listed on 
the UK public health register. I was born in New Zealand 
and I trained as a pharmacist in Wellington. I came to 
England in 1986 and, like many Kiwis, never made it back. 


What r s the population, geographical area 
and budget of NHS Eastern and Coastal? 

The population of NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent is some 
710,000, covering the districts of Ashford, Canterbury, 
Dover, Shepway, Swale and Thanet. We have a budget of 
more than £1.2 billion and it's our job to work closely with 
the public and patients to identify their health needs. 

How do you prioritise what's important 
for each area? 

Our key priorities for the next five years include breaking 
the cycle of inegualities, revolutionising services for older 
people, tackling the key killers of vascular disease, cancer 
and respiratory disease, promoting well-being and good 
mental health and transforming the life chances of 
disadvantaged people. 

What's the top priority at the moment? 

Our top priority is currently the management of what could 
be a long and difficult winter.

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toilets without warning or 
consultation was no surprise. 

For more than 25 years I have 
dealt with councils all over Kent. In 
the early days there was a strong 
sense of public service, but this is 
now history and local government is 
a shadow of its former self. It exists 
largely to serve itself with insular, 
self-righteous officers who are often 
ignorant of what goes on outside 
their offices. 

Incompetence is experienced daily. 

Councillors talk of regeneration 
but practise only degeneration. 

If a council cannot run public 
toilets, what chance is there of any 
improvement in anything else? 

Councillors are not standing up 
for the public interest. They are too 
often more concerned with climbing 
the greasy pole, so public service is 
very secondary. Party politics is so 
destructive. The figure for running 
Dover’s toilets at almost £80,000 a 
year demonstrates gross waste and 
incompetence in itself. 

The toilets could be run for a third 
of that if cleaners were employed 
direct. Why line the pockets of con¬ 
tractors if it can be done cheaper? 

Dover Town Council should have 
acted in the public interest - instead 
it prefers to talk. Dover needs 
action, not just talk and excuses. 

If I were mayor I would have 
offered immediately to keep the two 


toilets for the disabled going as a 
priority. They only need a daily 
check to ensure they are safe, clean 
and with toilet paper. Town council 
staff could see to the disabled toilet 
in view of their own office. 

Dover Town Council has a large 
income and needs to do more than 
arrange social events to justify its 
existence. 

Here is an opportunity to 
do something of real assistance for 
Dover, but I am pessimistic as the 
town and district councils are as bad 
as each other. 

Dover needs leadership, with 
people of vision and common sense, 
but I see no sign of it as officers and 
elected representatives see the price 
of eveiything and the value of nothing. 

Dover has become lawless and 
neglected. It needs a dose of old- 
fashioned public service above self- 
interest and party politics, but I 
don’t think we have people with 
such qualities to lead us and the 
decline will continue.

Two for price of one as 
Cera tackles double role

YOUTH In Revolt stars one of 
Hollywood’s up-and-coming stars 
in Michael Cera, who’s made his 
name through a string of geeky 
roles in Juno, Superbad and last 
year’s Nick And Norah’s Infinite 
Playlist. 

At 21, Cera is no newcomer to the big screen 
- he’s been acting since he was nine - but it 
was his role as High School student father 
Paulie Bleeker in Juno that made critics take 
notice. He was even nominated last year for 
the Bafta Orange Rising Star Award. 

In Youth In Revolt, he plays strait-laced teen 
Nick Twisp, who has a taste for the finer 
things in life like Sinatra and Fellini. 

On a family holiday, he falls for free-spirited 
Sheeni who eggs him on to create a rebellious 
French alter ego: Francois. Sporting a mous¬ 
tache and smoking, Francois takes Nick in an 
outrageous new direction, as he tries to win 
Sheeni’s love. 

Canadian Cera had long been a fan of author 
C.D. Payne, who wrote the book Youth In 
Revolt: The Journals Of Nick Twisp, on which 
the film is based, and was signed up to the 
project before Juno and Superbad even hit our 
screens. 

“The book is really funny. It’s got a really 
unique voice and it’s gigantic, it takes months 
to read if you’re a slow reader. I was around 
the age of Nick when I read it and I complete¬ 
ly related to it,” says Cera, with a half-smile. 

“I related to the agony of not knowing what’s 
going on and being obsessed with a girl and 
not having any control, which Payne wrote 
really perfectly.”

When Nick meets Sheeni, he’s feeling com¬ 
pletely disillusioned about his mundane exis¬ 
tence. Cera explains: “Nick doesn’t have a 
great home life. His parents are divorced, his 
mother has an idiot boyfriend and his life is 
stagnant. He meets this girl who blows his 
mind and he feels he has to hang on to her.” 

Cera reportedly split from his actress girl¬ 
friend Charlyne Yi last summer after they co- 


starred in indie project Paper Heart. He says 
he can relate to the ‘torment’ Nick suffers 
through his love for the mysterious Sheeni. 

‘You never know what she feels about you or 
what she’s really thinking. She’s such a puzzle. 
That’s really what I loved about the character. 
She’s so well-depicted in the book.” 

Despite having to play two very different 
characters in the same film, Cera insists he 
didn’t find this difficult. In fact, he loved the 
opportunity to play a naughty version of Nick. 

“It was just a lot of fun to play. I wouldn’t say 
it was hard, except for the technical tricks of it.

WHEN grime star Lady Sovereign 
entered the Big Brother house last 
month she left her ‘queen of UK 
hip-hop’ title and arguably her 
credibility at the door.

Tenerife is your paradise found

TENERIFE is known as 
a tourist hot spot sullied 
by over-development and 
bad behaviour by visitors. 

The island, however, wants a 
new reputation to lure discerning 
travellers to its sun-kissed shores. 

The largest of the Canary 
Islands off the coast of north-west 
Africa, this Spanish isle has a 
temperate climate year round, 
rivalling destinations like Dubai 
and The Gambia for weather, with 
shorter flights from Britain. 

A smattering of exclusive hotels 
is emerging on the west coast, far 
from the all-night partying of 
Playa de las Americas and neigh¬ 
bouring Los Cristianos, where 
apartments go so far inland they 
swamp the surrounding hills. 

Away from all that is the five- 
star Sensatori Resort on the out¬ 
skirts of the village of Alcala, fur¬ 
ther up the coast, around 10 min¬ 
utes’ drive from the dramatic 
cliffs of Los Gigantes in the west. 

It’s here that I discovered a true 
taste of paradise, taking in the 
stunning 260m infinity pool, the 
largest in Europe, the shimmer¬ 
ing Atlantic and the neighbouring 
island of La Gomera. 

At Sensatori, the stunning 
rooms, marble flooring, sparkling 
chandeliers, fountains, designer 
decor and dramatic sculptures 
can take your breath away. 


Bag a villa in its Red Level area 
and you get a butler and private 
pool within your tropical garden, 
and an outdoor double bed under 
a thatched canopy. 

At the Sensatori’s Michelin- 
starred Calima restaurant, where 
chef Dani Garcia is a bit of a 
celebrity, our 12-course taster 
menu began with delicious dry-ice 
cocktails and included delicacies 
such as foie gras, oysters and truf¬ 
fle cake, accompanied by fine 
wines, some produced locally. 

But it’s not only the hotels that 
are falling over backwards to 
spruce up this island. 

Connection 

Last year, Siam Park, a water 
park, opened in the south, boast¬ 
ing the biggest artificial waves in 
the world at nearly 10ft high. Its 
surrounding beach is created with 
tons of silky white sand imported 
from Portugal. 

We hired a private cabana with¬ 
in the park, with its own balcony 
overlooking the wave pool, to 
allow us the luxury of a safe TV, 
DVD and Wi-Fi connection, plus 
mini-bar, comfortable loungers 
and an outside shower. If you 
want a similar package for four, 
including entrance, fast-track 
queuing and limited all-inclusive 
deal in restaurants and bars, it 
costs a cool 400 euros (£360). 

Ecological measures are also 
being stepped up to save what is 
left of Tenerife’s natural beauty. 

Nearly a decade ago, virtually 
anyone could - and did - take a 


boat from Los Cristianos to watch 
whales and dolphins. Many 
beautiful creatures were sur¬ 
rounded by boats, with tourists 
happily snapping away. 

Under new rules, boats must be 
licensed and are carefully moni¬ 
tored to stop whales and dolphins 
from becoming distressed. The 
marine guide on our charter said 


that this had driven away 
unscrupulous operators. 

Tenerife is still home to all- 
night party-goers, English pubs 
and and bacon-and-eggs break¬ 
fasts after a heavy night. 

But if all you want is peace, 
quiet and serenity in the ultimate 
tropical setting all year, it may be 
closer than you ever imagined.

What you should know 
about buying abroad 


KENT’S potential investors in 
overseas properties will do well to 
check out homes in France and 
Italy this year as two of the most 
stable markets. 

The National Association of Estate Agents 
International said that, as always, any 
potential profits to be made will be down to 
the strength of sterling. 

It said purchasers should look at what it 
called ‘less risk/ investments and in particu¬ 
lar towards the more stable markets such as 
France and Italy. 

But for the very best bargains, buyers 
should try Spain or Turkey, where the former 
has seen spectacular falls in property prices 
during the past 18 months. 

But the association predicts prices will 
remain stable in the first quarter of 2010, so 
purchasers should consider making cash 
offers by March to secure a bargain in any of 
these countries. 

And experts predict the balance of supply 
and demand will stabilise once house prices 
pick up and the pound strengthens against 
the euro. 

Linda Travella, spokeswoman on Italy at 
NAEA International said: “After a slow start 
to the year, the last quarter of2009 saw sales 
and interest returning to the international 
market, with Italy being considered a safer 
investment than many other markets 
around the world. 

“As always, the strength of the pound will

have a significant bearing on the quality and 
quantity of sales, and this year it looks to 
stay at the same strength. 

“Even though the UK appears to have fall¬ 
en behind other economies in the race out of 
recession and economic recovery, sterling has 
held pretty firm against the single European 
currency, trading two to three cents either 
side of 1.10 during the second half of last 
year. 

“For the first quarter of 2010 the number of 
international buyers is expected to remain 
low and therefore offers are more likely to be 
accepted making it a very good time to pur¬ 
chase an overseas property. 

“However by late spring, property prices 
are expected to increase by three to five per 
cent. Key areas to invest in include Tuscany, 
Le Marche and the Lakes of Maggiore and 
Garda, where good deals can be found if you 
buy sensibly.” 

And Des Rowson, spokesman on Spain, 
added: “It has seen a difficult 12 months on 
the sales front as buyers have been particu¬ 
larly reticent about purchasing during an 
economic downturn. 

“Bargains are available but remember, 
price reflects position and quality. 
Unfortunately the coming year will not 
change too much until we see the pound 
strengthening and clients accepting that the 
registered agents do know what purchasers 
are prepared to pay.”

• Never sign a contract that you do not understand (for 
example - if it is in a foreign language). 

• Seek specialist advice from independent solicitors, architects 
and surveyors who know the country's laws. 

• Ensure you do not inherit a debt on the property before you 
purchase, which a solicitor should be able to check - some 
developers borrow money against the plot to raise finance. 

• Always give yourself a 'cooling off' period if you see a 
'must-have property' and are tempted to put down a deposit. 

• If you are arranging finance on the property, ensure in any 
contract and you have an 'opt-out clause' if a loan is not agreed. 

• Try to arrange your mortgage finance 'in principle', before 
agreeing to purchase the property or pay a deposit. 

• Arrange your mortgage in the currency that you earn in 
where possible, unless you'll receive rental in local currency. 

• Think about combining your cash with friends or family: it 
could bring a villa with pool within your financial reach. 

• Check with the estate agent or vendor that you are aware 
of the costs charged by the legal and government authori¬ 
ties for purchasing a property.

Mazda's lighter and lower'

RATHER than opting for premium- 
price ‘eco’ models, Mazda has 
adopted a lighter and lower’ design 
philosophy across its mainstream 
range. 

The current Mazda2 supermini, Mazda6 
family/Mondeo class car and now the Mazda3 
family hatch have all had the ‘treatment’: better 
aerodynamics, weight-saving and reduced 
engine emissions and fuel consumption. 

This has delivered range-wide tax and eco- 
savings exemplified by the latest Mazda3 (priced 
from £14,730) and particularly the tax-beating 
1.6 TS2 five-door diesel tested here (£17,390). 

It can average more than 60mpg - without 
needing a six-speed gearbox - and also incurs 
the lowest payable road tax of £35 a year. 

And because a brand that markets itself with 
a ‘Zoom-Zoom’ label could not escape with 
anything less, it also handles well without 
detriment to the ride. 

Where some diesel hatchbacks can feel 
lumpy compared with their petrol sisters, the

the nimbleness of the car. So, with a typically 
crisp Mazda gearshift and direct steering plus 
a more than adequate 109bhp under the 
bonnet, this is a company or private buy that is 
easy to live with in all situations. 

It cannot quite match the latest VW Golf for 
refinement, but is a more cost-effective option, 
to be judged more against the ubiquitous Ford 
Focus and latest Vauxhall Astra. 

It looks leaner and more muscular than its 
rather frumpy predecessor and the cabin 
echoes the impressive Mazda6 in layout, style 
and quality, though rear legroom is only 
average for the sector. 

Having driven most engines in the line-up 
now, test driving the well-equipped TS2 version 
of the ‘cooking’ diesel confirmed it as the ‘go to’ 
model for most buyers. By comparison, the 
105bhp 1.6-litre petrol needs a lot of gearshifting 
to make progress, though still a rewarding drive. 

For those who like the look of the ‘3’, but 
crave more thrills, Mazda has also just 
launched the MPS hot hatch version (£21,500). 

Arriving within months of the mainstream 
line-up this 257bhp turbocharged 2.3-litre petrol 
model can hit 62mph in just 6.1seconds and 
wears a bodykit to complement its good looks.
